They  will  be  seen  by  the  Lady  Doctor,  who  will  give  advice  to 
the  patient.  Any  abnormalities  or  difficulties  are  discovered  and 
dealt  with.

They  reside 
at  the  Nurses*  Home  in  Church  Street.  Messages  should  be  sent  before 
10  a. m.  either  to  the  Home  or  left  at  the  Post  Office,  Two  Health 
Visitors  are  employed  by  the  W.R.C.C,  and  attend  all  the  Welfare 
Clinics  at  Rook  House  and  the  Clinics  at  the  various  schools. 

They  also  visit  the  houses  of  mothers  of  young  babies. 

In  the  District  there  are  seven  midwives,  four  of  these  are 
employed  by  the  County  Council,  two  by  the  Nursing  Association  and 
one  independent  midwife.

On  the  1st  May,  the  Council  applied  for  an  order  at  Rotherham  West 
Riding  Court  for  the  compliance  with  a  notice  served  under  Section  268 
s.s.  2(b)  on  the  owner  of  land  at  the  Swinton  Boat  Yard  on  which  stood 
a  badly  dilapidated  combined  van  and  shed.  An  ordor  within  40  days 
for  abatement  was  made.  The  order  was  not  obeyed,  the  Ministry  of  Health 
intervened  before  the  case  was  re-taken  to  Court,  houses  were  found  for 
the  occupiers  of  the  van  and  shed  at  Hull,  these  wore  turned  down,  and 
they  still  occupied  the  van  and  shed  at  the  year  end.
